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COLUMBIA'S  INTERNATIONAL  PROGRAM 
GROWS  &  PROSPERS 


No  one  could  have  predicted  a  few 
years  ago  how  much  Columbia's  pro- 
gram for  Internationalizing  Theologi- 
cal Education  would  grow  and  enrich 
our  community  life  and  the  life  of 
Church  in  the  world.  And  yet  the 
program  has  done  just  that  under  the 
leadership  of  American  Church  His- 
tory Professor  and  Director  of  the  In- 
ternational Program,  Erskine  Clarke. 
This  academic  year  has  seen  the  ad- 
vent on  our  campus  of  25  Interna- 
tional students,  representing  17  coun- 
tries. We  have  students  from  as  close 
as  Jamaica  and  as  far  away  as  New 
Zealand  working  in  a  number  of  dif- 
ferent degree  programs  or  simply  en- 
rolled for  further  study.  Our  own 
American  students  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  experience  parish  and  semi- 
nary life  in  other  cultures  as  well.  It 
is  good  for  all  of  us  to  see  our  faith 
through  the  eyes  of  another  culture 
and  the  students  chosen  for  the  inter- 
national experience  consider  them- 
selves very  lucky  indeed. 

Here,  in  fact,  is  a  reflection  of  just 
such  an  experience  by  one  of  our  cur- 
rent international  students,  Elaine 
Lawson.  Her  endearing  'Scots'  hon- 
esty is  truly  refreshing  and  gives  a 
very  good  idea  of  what  the  interna- 
tionalizing of  theological  education  is 
all  about. 

"When  I  was  growing  up  my 
grandfather  lived  with  us.  While  most 
of  my  friends  slipped  off  to  sleep  at 
night  to  fairytales  and  other  childrens 
stories,  I  listened  to  my  grandfather 
tell  me  stories  of  Scotland,  of  her 
past,  of  her  great  men  and  women,  of 
her  history.  I  learned  how  to  love  my 
country  and  her  heritage,  so  much  so 
that  my  blood  still  flows  faster  and 
my  heart  beats  more  quickly  when  I 
hear    the    skirl    of   the    bagpipes.    I

learned  that  to  be  a  real  Scot  meant 
to  believe  in  freedom  and  honor,  and 
to  hold  my  fellow  human  beings  in 
the  highest  esteem.  I  learned  that  we 
were  'all  Jock  Tamson's  bairns'  and 
not  to  judge  people  by  their  back- 
ground, their  religion  or  the  color  of 
their  skin.  When  most  people  were 
learning  nursery  rhymes,  he  taught 
me  the  words  of  the  Declaration  of 
Arbroath  and  the  poetry  of  Robert 
Burns." 

"Almost  from  the  moment  that  I 
uttered  my  first  breath  I've  known 
what  it  meant  to  be  a  Scot.  When  I 
asked  myself  'Who  am  I?',  I  knew. 
Yet  since  I  have  been  at  CTS  that 
question  has  become  a  bit  more  diffi- 
cult to  answer. 

When  you  leave  your  home  and  the 
life  you  have  lived  there,  when  you 
leave  the  people  with  whom  you  have 
shared  that  life  and  go  to  another 
country  to  live  even  for  a  short  while, 
you  have  to  begin  to  see  yourself  with 


new  eyes.  All  that  is  dear  and  famil- 
iar and  beloved  is  gone  and  you  have 
to  reappraise  who  you  are.  To  see 
myself  as  a  Scot,  when  all  that  that 
means  is  no  longer  readily  available, 
has  made  me  think  and  think  deeply 
of  just  what  it  means  to  be  a  Scot.  I 
have  been  forced  to  put  into  practice 
all  those  ideals  of  world  citizenship 
and  the  brother  and  sisterhood  of  hu- 
manity with  which  I  was  brought  up. 
It  is  a  fine  thing  to  be  able  to  see 
yourself  as  a  citizen  of  the  world 
when  you  are  safe  at  home,  but  it  is 
another  thing  altogether  to  try  to  see 
it  when  you  are  in  effect  in  'another 
world'  and  finding  that  world  tough 
going.  It  is  easy  to  retreat  into  the 
safety  of  thinking  of  things  familiar, 
to  continue  to  see  the  world  in  terms 
of  your  small  part  of  it,  to  limit  your- 
self by  imagining  that  the  values 
which  are  yours  should  be  the  values 
which  are  everyone's,  that  your  way

The  Board  of  Directors  met  early 
this  Spring  to  make  decisions  on  sev- 
eral issues  vital  to  the  Seminary's  life 
and  future.  Among  these  was  the 
Board's  approval  of  the  Toward  Two 
Thousand  Report,  a  report  which  re- 
flects what  the  Toward  Two  Thou- 
sand Committee  feels  will  be  the  con- 
text of  ministry  by  the  year  2000. 


Also  included  in  it  are  ways  in  which 
Columbia  can  best  prepare  its  curric- 
ulum, building  program  and  financial 
resources  to  function  within  this 
context. 

The  Board  also  approved  the  Re- 
vised Plan  of  Government  and  an  En- 
dowment of  $40  million.  Further  ap- 
proval was  given  to  a  building  plan 
which  includes  the  construction  of  a 
building  for  Continued  Education,  a 
Media  Center,  a  physical  activities 
building  and  another  classroom 
building. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant 
decisions  made  by  the  Board  this 
Spring,  however,  was  its  approval  of 
three  appointments  to  the  Faculty 
and  Administration.  Dr.  David  Gunn, 
currently  teaching  at  the  University 
of  Sheffield  in  England,  was  approved 
for  a  three-year  term  as  Professor  of 
Old  Testament,  Language,  Litera- 
ture, and  Exegesis.  Dr.  David  Moess- 
ner,  from  Yale  University,  was  ap- 
proved for  a  three-year  term  as 
Associate  Professor  of  New  Testa- 
ment Language,  Literature,  and  Exe- 
gesis. And  the  Rev.  James  F.  Dicken- 
son was  appointed  Vice-President  for 
Development  and  Seminary  Rela- 
tions. Mr.  Dickenson  comes  to  Co- 
lumbia from  Presbyterian  College 
where  he  served  as  Vice-President  for 
Development. 


ANDERSON  GIFT  ESTAB- 
LISHES GRADUATE 
FELLOWSHIP 

A  $45,000  gift  from  Dr.  &  Mrs. 
Harvard  Anderson  has  been  given  to 
Columbia  to  establish  the  Harvard 
and  Evelyn  Anderson  Graduate 
Study  Fellowship.  Proceeds  from  this 
fund  will  provide  a  scholarship  for 
advanced  study  by  one  of  the  Semi- 
nary's graduates  each  year. 

Dr.  Anderson,  who  is  now  retired 
and  living  at  Longwood,  Florida, 
served  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  Florida  from 
1964-1973  and  was  elected  Modera- 
tor of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  in  1977. 
He  represented  the  Synod  of  Florida 
on  Columbia's  Board  of  Directors 
from  1972-1975. 

In  accepting  the  gift,  President 
Philips  said:  "We  are  much  pleased 
over  this  wonderful  gift.  We  will 
make  the  first  award  at  Commence- 
ment this  year  .  .  .  It  is  a  unique  and 
much  needed  gift,  if  we  are  to  provide 
resources  for  the  church  in  the  future 
through  trained  teachers  and  pastors 
with  graduate  study  experience."  Co- 
lumbia is  indeed  grateful  to  the 
Andersons  for  their  wonderful  gift 
and  the  love  that  it  shows  for  our  in- 
stitution and  its  work.

Recently,  in  a  senior  sermon,  one 
of  our  students  used  a  vivid  image: 
"life  in  a  bubble."  It  reflected  the  ex- 
perience of  a  12  year  old  boy  who 
had  lived  all  his  life  in  a  protective 
shield.  Since  he  had  no  immunity  to 
any  of  the  infections  or  other  threats 
in  the  environment,  he  survived  only 
because  of  his  "bubble."  Unfortu- 
nately, when  it  became  necessary  to 
remove  the  protection,  he  died. 

That  idea,  and  all  the  news  ac- 
counts about  it,  kept  me  thinking  and 
reflecting  about  life  for  a  long  time. 
One  thing  is  sure,  few  Christians,  and 
certainly  no  one  on  this  campus  lives 
in  a  protective,  artificial  "bubble." 
Our  context  of  life  and  work  is,  like 
yours,  the  "real  world."  It  includes 
all  the  experiences  of  life  as  persons, 
and  as  a  community  of  faith  and 
work.  It,  also,  includes  the  world  con- 
text with  its  awesome  collection  of 
promise  and  threat. 


How  can  we  survive  in  such  alien, 
hostile,  contexts?  How  can  we  be 
faithful  to  our  mission  and  our  com- 
mitments? We  are  driven  to  the  expe- 
rience of  such  New  Testament  con- 
cepts as  "Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of 
glory,"  or  "your  bodies  are  the  tem- 
ples of  the  Holy  Spirit,"  and  "Lo,  I 
am  with  you  always."  The  experience 
of  the  presence  of  God,  empowering 
and  shaping  us,  keeps  us  alive  and 
strong. 

This  is  far  better  than  some  artifi- 
cial, mechanical,  and,  in  the  long  run, 
inadequate  shield. 

So  pray  for  us,  that  students, 
faculty  and  staff  may  know  God's' 
sustaining,  guiding,  protecting  pres- 
ence.

NO  MORE  SECOND 
CHOICE  CAREER 


The  "Soon-to-be-Reverend" 
Henrietta  Wilkinson. 


It  was  the  first  night  of  Columbia 
Forum,  but  the  class  portraits  had  not 
yet  been  hung  in  the  lobby  of  the  stu- 
dent center.  The  crowd  of  alumni  and 
alumnae  waiting  for  the  doors  of  the 
cafeteria  to  swing  open  had  to  settle 
for  the  previous  year's  rotation  of 
graduating  classes. 

Which  was  all  right  with  Columbia 
President  J.  Davison  Philips,  who  was 
viewing  the  composite  of  the  Class  of 
1943  —  his  class  —  for  the  last  time 
before  it  would  be  replaced  by  the 
Class  of  1944. 

"Yes,  Will  Ormond  was  in  my 
class.  And  there's  John  Leith,"  Dr. 
Philips  said,  pointing  to  the  faded 
composite. 

"And  Henrietta  Wilkinson  would 
have  been  in  that  picture  if  she  had 
been  allowed  into  seminary." 

Henrietta's  portrait  was  not  in  the 
1943  composite.  But  look  in  the  sum- 
mer issue  of  the  Vantage.  You  will 
find  Henrietta's  picture  in  Columbia's 
Class  of  1984. 

A  month  after  the  Forum, 
Henrietta  sat  on  her  livingroom  sofa, 
gazing  thoughtfully  into  the  fireplace 
and  wondering  how  to  explain  her 
dream  —  a  dream  that  took  41  years 
to  come  true. 

"When  I  was  in  high  school,"  she 
said,  "I  was  put  on  the  Youth  Coun- 
cil for  Atlanta  Presbytery.  We  did 
everything  together."  "I  think  it  was 
the  influence  of  that  crowd  that  made 
me  want  to  go  to  seminary." 

But  it  was  1940  when  she  gradu- 
ated from  Agnes  Scott  College  in  her 
hometown  of  Decatur,  GA,  and  the 
Bible  clearly  taught  against  women  in 


ministry,  or  so  it  seemed  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States. 

"The  boys  on  the  (youth)  council 
went  to  seminary,  and  I  couldn't," 
Henrietta  recalled.  So  she  settled  for 
her  second  choice:  Christian 
education. 

After  serving  as  DCE  at  Decatur 
Church  for  fifteen  months,  Henrietta 
packed  her  bags  and  left  for  Rich- 
mond, VA,  to  attend  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education. 

Upon  her  graduation  in  1943, 
Henrietta  accepted  the  position  of 
DCE  at  First  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Anderson,  SC. 

"I  was  the  DCE  for  a  church  of 
750  and  four  mill  chapels"  in  the  sur- 
rounding countryside  of  the  garment 
district,  Henrietta  reminisced.  "Every 
Sunday  I  attended  one  Sunday  school 
and  church  service,  and  then  two 
youth  fellowships.  I  used  to  take  ap- 
ples in  the  car  and  eat  them  on  the 
road  to  survive,  because  there  wasn't 
time  for  a  meal." 

Henrietta  then  worked  for  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  in 
Richmond  and  ...  in  1949,  turned 
down  a  scholarship  for  a  Ph.D.  pro- 
gram to  marry  Doug  Wilkinson,  a 
Presbyterian  minister.  "Today,  Doug 
would  get  a  job  so  I  could  take  the 
fellowship  and  get  my  degree," 
Henrietta  said,  "but  you  wouldn't  do 
that  then." 

The  young  couple  spent  their  first 
five  years  in  Amelia  Courthouse,  VA, 
serving  half  a  dozen  churches  with 
the  aid  of  six  Union  seminary  interns 
and  five  PSCE  students. 

Doug  served  several  churches  while 
Henrietta  reared  four  toddlers  and 
wrote  curricular  material  for  the 
Women's  Circle  Bible  Study. 

It  was  during  this  time  that  the 
Covenant  Life  Curriculum  was  con- 
ceived, and  Henrietta  found  herself 
on  various  committees,  where  "my 
chief  function  was  to  make  all  those 
professors  speak  plain  English." 

During  the  next  few  years, 
Henrietta  and  Doug  lived  in  Gads- 
den, Alabama  where  he  served  as  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  North  Alabama 
Presbytery  and  she  served  on  the 
presbytery  Christian  Education  Com- 
mittee, the  John  Knox  Press  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  PSCE  Board  of 
Directors.  Henrietta  also  authored  re- 
source materials  for  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  while  "keeping 
house  for  seven  people,  including  an 
exchange  student  from  Norway  and 
four  teenagers." 


In  1972  the  Wilkinsons  came  back 
to  Atlanta.  It  wasn't  long  before 
Henrietta  was  employed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  Mission  Board.  She 
began  writing  again  —  first  an  evan- 
gelism kit,  then  a  packet  of  resource 
material  about  welfare. 

In  1973,  Henrietta  found  herself  in 
the  Office  of  Christian  Education  in 
the  Division  of  National  Mission. 

She  was  given  charge  of  the  Living 
the  Word  curriculum  of  the  Christian 
Education:  Shared  Approaches  se- 
ries. Soon  thereafter,  the  two  Presby- 
terian denominations  mandated  a 
Joint  Office  on  Aging,  and  Henrietta 
was  appointed  the  PCUS  staff  associ- 
ate in  that  department. 

In  1981,  Henrietta  got  tired  of 
traveling  and  retired  to  spend  more 
time  at  home.  But  within  a  few 
months,  was  back  at  the  GAMB,  this 
time  as  interim  staff  associate  in  the 
Office  of  Criminal  Justice. 

She  retired  again  in  1982  and 
finally  enrolled  at  Columbia  Theolog- 
ical Seminary.  Now,  two  years  later, 
she  is  awaiting  graduation  in  May. 

Henrietta  has  already  received  a 
call  as  a  part-time  assistant  pastor  at 
North  Decatur  Presbyterian  Church, 
where  she  will  work  with  Al  Winn. 
The  position  is  for  only  15  months, 
but  that's  the  way  Henrietta  likes  it. 
"I  don't  want  to  do  anything  long- 
term,  but  I  might  help  a  church  be- 
tween ministers,"  Henrietta  said. 

So  after  a  full  and  rewarding  life 
as  a  Christian  educator  and  author  of 
resource  materials,  why  the  career 
change? 

"Well,  first  I've  always  wanted  to 
go  to  seminary  —  since  college," 
Henrietta  explained.  "After  I  retired, 
I  thought,  'I  don't  want  to  do  noth- 
ing, and  I  don't  really  think  I  want  to 
keep  writing  (resource)  materials  and 
sitting  at  the  typewriter.'  I  wanted  to 
do  something  more  people-oriented." 

"I've  worked  for  boards  for  so 
long,"  she  said.  "There's  a  remote- 
ness. One  thing  I'm  excited  about  is 
getting  back  into  the  congregation  — 
getting  back  to  something  more 
local." 

And  all  those  years  spent  in  her 
second-choice  career,  Henrietta  said 
she  enjoyed  thoroughly.  "I'm  not  bit- 
ter, but  I  have  some  disappointment. 
I'm  disappointed  in  a  church  that 
would  keep  people  from  doing  what 
they  want  to  do." 

Henrietta  gets  excited  about 
women  in  seminary  now.  "It  just  does 
me  good  to  see  them  there!"

is  best,  to  continue  to  view  the  world 
through  'Scottish  colored  glasses." 

"It  has  not  been  an  easy  experience 
being  at  Columbia,  it  is  very  different 
from  home.  Despite  the  common  use 
of  English,  I  can  be  and  have  been 
misunderstood,  just  as  I  have  misun- 


derstood others  as  well.  So  many 
things  are  so  very  different  that  it  is 
easy  to  make  mistakes  which  are  both 
amusing  and  upsetting.  With  the 
Scot's  natural  distaste  for  change,  it 
has  been  hard  not  to  comment  nega- 
tively on  everything  that  is  different. 
At  times  I  have  had  to  grit  my  teeth 
and  hold  on  and  keep  trying  when  it 
seemed  as  though  I  would  never  find 
a  place  here." 

"Then,  just  when  I  thought  that  I 
could  make  it  only  by  holding  on  to 
all  that  is  dear,  familiar  and  beloved, 
I  discovered  that  all  I  really  had  to  do 
was  let  go,  let  go  of  all  the  prejudice 
and  pride,  of  all  the  anger,  and  all  of 
the  hurt  and  frustration.  But  most  of 
all  I  learned  to  stop  trying  to  fit  in 
and  to  be  myself.  To  bring  everything 


that  I  am  to  each  new  relationship, 
my  heritage,  my  strangeness  my  dif- 
ference and  my  love.  To  give  all  that 
I  am  to  those  who  are  strangers,  to 
learn  that  different  does  not  mean  su- 
perior or  inferior,  but  just  different."

"I  will  go  back  to  Scotland,  back  to 
the  mountains  and  the  lochs,  to  all 
things  and  people  that  are  dear,  fa- 
miliar and  beloved.  Perhaps  I  will  see 
them  with  new  eyes.  Perhaps  this 
learning  experience  wll  enable  me  to 
see  them  in  a  new  light.  What  memo- 
ries will  I  carry  back  with  me,  memo- 
ries of  a  time  of  growth,  a  time  of 
pain  and  joy,  of  isolation  and  accept- 
ance, of  anger  and  love.  Most  of  all  I 
will  take  back  the  knowledge  that  de- 
spite the  differences,  despite  the 
struggle,  I  have  shared  myself  with 
others  who  at  first  seemed  so  very  dif- 
ferent, and  they  have  shared  them- 
selves with  me  and  in  so  doing  have 
become  dear  and  familiar  and 
beloved." 


CHINA  CONFERENCE 

A  conference  on  the  subject 
"China  in  the  '80s"  was  held  on  our 
campus  on  March  9-10.  The  confer- 
ence was  sponsored  by  the  seminary, 
and  the  mission  agencies  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  (USA)  and  the 
United  Methodist  Church.  This  was 
the  fourth  such  regional  conference 
on  China  sponsored  by  the  General 
Assembly  Mission  Board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  informing  and  interpreting  for 
American  Christians  the  significance, 
and  meaning  for  us,  of  recent  re- 
markable events  related  to  the  rebirth 
of  the  Christian  Church  in  China. 

Participants  numbered  95  persons 
and  exceeded  all  expectations.  This 
number  included  pastors,  mission  in- 
terpreters, those  who  have  visited 
China  in  recent  years  or  who  plan  to 


go  to  China  soon,  former  China  mis- 
sionaries, and  academic  scholars  en- 
gaged in  China  studies. 

Several  distinguished  China  ex- 
perts addressed  the  conferees.  They 
were:  Richard  Bush,  staff  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  Foreign  Af- 
fairs Committee;  Ewing  W.  Carroll, 
Jr.,  United  Methodist  Liaison  Office, 
Hong  Kong;  Philip  and  Janice  Wick- 
ed of  Nanking  University;  William 
Funk,  former  Methodist  missionary 
and  China  interpreter;  Lau  Gwo- 
Ding,  pastor  of  Chinese  church  in  At- 
lanta; and  G.  Thompson  Brown, 
China  Consultant  for  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  and  Adj.  Prof,  of  World 
Christianity  at  Columbia.  Director  of 
Continuing  Education  Doug  Hix  and 
his  wife,  Pat,  acted  as  hosts,  for  what 
turned  out  to  be  a  very  successful 
event  in  the  life  of  the  seminary 
community. 

CONFERENCES  ON
